Hospitality and V ucharist 

Thanks for the warm welcome! Since arriving I have been impressed by how 
friendly people are in this parish. That is a great gift, not only for me. People 
are drawn to this parish because it is a welcoming place. Hospitality is the 
CORE of vibrant parish life. This Saturday night I will host a "Welcome 
Dinner" for new parishioners. I am not sure who began this practice, but it is a 
great idea. 

It was heartening to see such strong attendance last Sunday night when Bishop 
Gruss came to install me as pastor. After celebrating Mass he said, "I would like 
to come here more often for this Mass. The music is great." He meant that those 
leading the music did an excellent job AND the people sang with faith-filled 
hearts and full voice. At each of the Masses, you celebrate liturgy well. The 
music is prayerful, greeters are friendly, and the liturgical ministers are well 
trained. It is a gift to celebrate the Mass here. 

As you know, this Advent our Church will have a new translation of the Mass. 
Most prayers will be the same, but some of the words will change. However, 
we will not focus merely on "learning new words." Rather, this is an 
opportunity to deepen our appreciation for the beauty of the Mass. 

We will offer several opportunities for people to grow in their experience of the 
Eucharist. Small study groups will provide resources for people to read on 
their own, as well as gatherings to share new insights. In some cases, former 
RENEW groups have decided to reunite. This is another benefit of the small 
groups. People will form bonds of friendship and faith that will last far 
beyond the discussions about the new missal. 

I am also working with staff members to find other means to help people learn 
about the Mass. For example, prior to Mass we will take some time to practice 
new musical settings, and I might offer a 6-7 minutes teaching on one part of 
the Mass (e.g., prior to 9 AM Mass, the teaching at 8:45 AM and music practice 
at 8:52 AM). Please let me know if you think people might be interested in the 
teaching. Obviously this would be an optional learning experience that people 
could choose to attend by coming to Mass 15 minutes early. 

Mary Coffin has done extensive research on the new translation an on the 
history of the liturgy. And we are discussing other means of learning. So there 
will be additional opportunities for growing in appreciation of the greatest 
prayer on earth, the Holy Eucharist.
